They Object to the Plan ^o 
Com- 


memorate the 
Trans-Mlflslsslppl 


Exposition* 
A storm of protest has been aroused 


anioujr the stamp collectors ty the an- 
nouncement made In Washington thut 
Postmaster General 
Gary intends to 


issue a special seiies o( postage stamps 
ia commemoration of the Trane-MiasiF- 
sippi £xpotiticu to be held in Omaha 
n^xt summer, says the New York Sun. 
Tbe Washington advices say that as yet 
the designs and colors have not been 
decided upon but that t^e denominations 
will be 1 cent, 2 cents, a centp, 10cents 
and SI. 
The Issue of the present series of 


stamps. It is stated, will not be sus- 
pended but the new series will be fur- 
nished on demand simultaneously with 
tbe present iasue. 
There are thousands of collectors of 


stamps ID New York and thousands moie 
in other pant of the cnumrv. That the 
hobby la a fascinating one to tboee upon 
whom It feiZL'S ia proved by the big 
prices that rare stamps have brought at 
auctions and private sales. There are 
several Instances of single rare stamps 
changing, bands at over 81.000 and lr-e 
loslauir-s of stamp nelling atflOOand 
thereabouts are very common. 


Tbe future of tbe bobby and the cap- 


ital invested, the collectors say, are 
threatened b? just tocb action aa Iliat 
proposed to be taken by tbe Postmaster 
General. 


The multiplication of unnecessary and 


speculative Isrues of postage stamps by 
countries other than the United States 
baa already, they say, had a bad effect 
upon the collecting of the Httle bits of 
paper. These l-suee bave been nndc for 
the avowed purpose of sale to cr-lleotora. 


Tbe raid upon tbeir pocketbooka has 


disgusted thousands of previously er- 
thuBiaetlc collectors and resulted In tbeir 
giving up tbe pursuir. 


With a view to endeavoring to stop the 


plague of nev.- lasues a society, wblch 
still exists, wat formed In London two 
Tears ago by tbe Collectors and dealers. 
It la culled the Socjtty for ibe Suppres- 
sion of Speculative: Stamps, and It hat 
already issued a number of circulars re- 
garding issues of stamps by vsrioue 
.countries and advising that they should 
not be collected or be sold by dealers. 


It la expected tbat the society will 


place Its formal aan upon tbe proposed 
new Issue b) tbe United States, though 
there Is a hope tbat the Fostmatier- 
Gtneral may be prevailed upon to rectud 
bis present Intention of making the Issue.
